Ottawa, Jan. 1. — Canada's foreign 
trade for three months ending Novem- 
ber, was $278,080, an increase of about 
forty million dollara compared with the 
@ame time last year. 

The imports show an increase of 
about thirty-two millions and exporte 
an increase of over three millions and 
a halfh. The balance of the increasec 
aggregate trade waa due to foreig..

Snowstorms Cost 
(. P. R. a Fortune 


Lost $250,000 in Seven Days and 
Returns Show First Decrease in 
Many Months 


What a well distributed snowstorm 
costs a railway company was well 
ahown by the earnings of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company for the week 
ending December 14. The figures show 
that approximately the weather dia- 
turbances of the seven days in ques- 
tion coatt he road somewhere about 
$260,000. During the whole of the pres- 
ent year the increase in the earnings 
of the Canadian Pacific have been very 
marked, while it is almost two years 
gince the word “decreage’’ has had to 
be used. During jast week however, 
{he earnings of the Canadian trans- 
Continental road showed a  de- 
creas eof $55,000 over the corresponding 
$aeaaon Qf last year, being $1,206,000 
fo rthis year as compared with $1,261,- 
000 last r. 

Thi sdeciine is entirely due to wea- 
ther conditions, During the week 
a@tormy weather was encountered, espe- 
cially along the North Shore section, 
which was almost blocked with snow 
for weveral daye, while. the storm grad- 
ually developed until it covered the 
whole of the province of Quebec and 
the East, almost as far as St. John. 
What this big snowstorm haa coat the 
C.P.R. i@ indicated by the fact that 
during the previous months of the year 
the carnings of the road have shown 
increase each week of upward of 
$150,000 over the corresponding weeks 
of last year. That week they showed 
@ decrease of $55,000, or # difference of 
over $200,000. Add to this upward 
of $50,000 expended by the road in 
keeping ite tracks celar and traine 
moving ,and it will casily be seen that 
the weather disturbances of the paat 
few weeks have cost one of tha Cana- 
(ian railroads a large fortune.
